Dear Madam Minister, 


After five months of work, the final report of the Working Group for a Cultural Policy for Francophones _ 
of Ontario is now ready for review. Created on April 12, 1991 by your predecessor, Mr. Rosario Marchese 
and composed of six members representative of the geographic and cultural diversity of the Franco- 
Ontarian community, our Group is thus fulfilling the final phase of its mandate. The first of its kind in 
Ontario, this government initiative has been well-received by the francophone population—the RSVP! 
document received a great deal of positive feedback. 


By giving priority to the cultural issue in general and the Franco-Ontarian cultural issue in particular, 
the Government of Ontario has set its priorities exactly where they should be—on people, rather than 
systems. This was the first conclusion reached following our consultations. In doing so, the government 
has given the Franco-Ontarian population new energy and confidence at a time when the country is 
experiencing political uncertainty, economic woes, social disintegration, structural paralysis and the 
stagnation of decision-making. By going directly to the community, the government is opening the door 
to imagination, innovation and daring—all necessary for the passage into a new era. . 


The Franco-Ontarian community has given this initiative well-deserved support in light of the confidence 
shown by the policy of community participation. The fact that cultural players and organizations took 
part in our work at the height of the summer season was not only a mark of confidence, but a guarantee 
of success. The hospitality received in the locations visited, the cordiality of the welcome, the reliability 
of the people contacted, the amount and quality of the input, not to mention the availability of people 
encountered on both a formal and informal basis and the amount of mail received, offer eloquent 
testimony to the interest and expectations of the Franco-Ontarian community in this regard. 

We are indebted to the staff of your Ministry and its affiliated agencies. Their cooperation enabled us 

to obtain the information and support so vital to the understanding of the issue and the performance 

of our task. We would therefore like to take this opportunity to thank them. 

We are honoured, Madam Minister, to submit to you today the result of our efforts, written with the 
utmost respect for the sources consulted, the realities observed and the hopes expressed during the 
course of our consultations with the Franco-Ontarian community. To be true to the numerous comments 
received (both past and present), we should first explain the meaning of the mandate we were given, 
ie. “to recommend to the Minister a policy framework to support the cultural life of francophones in 


Ontario.” 
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The policy statement described in the following pages is characterized by three new elements, i.e.: 


1) The need to develop a sound cultural policy for the Franco-Ontarian community which goes beyond 
the mandate of the Ministry of Culture and Communications quickly became apparent. As it is 
perceived by the members of the Franco-Ontarian community, culture also comes under the domain 
of such ministries as Education, Colleges and Universities, Skills Development, Citizenship, 
Municipal Affairs, etc. and other levels of government. 


2) It was also apparent that a “supportive” role in the approach to culture is too limited for both the 
Franco-Ontarian community and Ontarians in general. Today, the key is to ensure the development 
of cultural life in the province. 


3) Finally, since this is to be a cultural policy, we feel it is important to set out the objectives in this 
regard under the following title: “Statement regarding a policy framework for the development of the 
cultural life of Franco-Ontarians” -i.e., all French-speaking citizens of Ontario, no matter what their 
origin. 

In closing, we would like to stress that during our deliberations, at a time when Canada is going through 

a period of unprecedented change, we have always kept the welfare of our fellow Ontario citizens 

uppermost in our minds. We thus feel that our work is province-wide in scope. 


We are certain that the Government of Ontario and the various other authorities concerned will respond 
favourably to RSVP! by taking quick, productive action. Please accept on our behalf, Madam Minister, 
Keys to the Future, the tangible expression of our deep conviction and our commitment to the 
development of Franco-Ontarian culture in the 1990s.

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STATEMENT 
REGARDING A POLICY FRAMEWORK 
FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE CULTURAL LIFE 
OF FRANCO-ONTARIANS 


Toronto, September 30, 1991 
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After reading several hundred briefs, comments, 
letters and responses to the RSVP! questionnaire 
and listening to approximately 130 cultural 
players (both individuals and organizations) from 
various regions in Ontario and different segments 
of the Franco-Ontarian community, we can state 
with no hesitation that the efforts made over the 
past twenty years to support French-language 
cultural life in Ontario have given the province 

a pool of artists and cultural institutions whose 
talent, creativity and wealth of accomplishments 
represent one of the best ways to face the new 
situations resulting from an uncertain tomorrow. 


They represent a first-class source of human 

energy for the entire province, just waiting for 

a cultural policy to provide coordination and 
direction. 
The following policy framework statement sets out : 
a plan consisting of seven equal priorities which  : 
include all of the ideas underlying the general 
orientations of the policy. Like a magnetic field, 
activity or inactivity in any of these areas impacts 
directly on the others. 
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I - THE ISSUES 
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Experts generally agree that culture is now 
becoming a major issue for societies looking at the 
quality of life. Just as the natural environment is 
one of the greatest concerns of the current decade, 
so too is culture—the mental environment of the 
human being—the greatest motivating force for 
numerous societies as the century draws to a close. 
Many specialists also maintain that henceforth, 
“creation” will be the wellspring of new forms 

of life. 


In a global context and, more specifically, in 

our national and provincial context (i.e., the 
devolution of federal powers to the provinces 
with respect to culture and the threat thereto 
posed by the Free Trade Agreement with the 
United States), the Franco-Ontarian community 
must be concerned about its future. It wishes to 
make its own special contribution to the common 
efforts to “change life” in Ontario and, on the 
threshold of the 21st century, build what 
sociologist Edgar Morin calls “new beginnings”. 


A) A DEFINITION OF CULTURE 


There can be no cultural policy without first 
defining “culture”. The definition used in this 
document takes into account both the many facets 
of culture and the comments made during the 
consultation process. 


1 From a human standpoint, culture is physically 
and psychologically entrenched in a community 
and is expressed through the habits, ways of 
thinking, customs, beliefs, knowledge, tastes 
and behavioral trends peculiar to that 
community. 


_ 2 Froma temporal standpoint, culture entrenches 
itself in the past and present history of the 
community and its members. This history 
evolves with the community—it is collective 
memory in action. 


3 Froma spatial standpoint, culture initially 


takes root in the home and school and is 
subsequently enriched through working toward 
a common goal at the local, regional, national or 
international level. Franco-Ontarian culture is 
joined to the world—it is part of one of the great 
civilizations of humankind. 


4 From an action standpoint, culture is dynamic 


and perpetually changing. It records, absorbs, 
reflects and shares its experience through the 
networks of human and technical 
communication. 


- 5 From a creation standpoint, through its cultural 


players (with artists in the vanguard), culture 
produces works which form, reform and clarify 
its identity. 


6 Culture is also an emotion—the artists, the 


public’s—a feeling of belonging to a community. 
The artist’s task is to tirelessly renew our contact 
with this feeling for life, this link to all 
humankind. 


2 7 There is no language without culture, just 


as there is no culture without artists. Words 

are simply the abstraction of all that culture 
comprises. Taken as a whole, language is the 
vessel, the general form and pathway to culture. 
From a specific standpoint, language is but one 
facet of culture. 


| B) THE PRECEPTS 


? The following precepts reflect the seven foregoing 
: facets of culture. They are the basis for the cultural 
' policy for Franco-Ontarians proposed in this 

: report. 


1 Culture is a basic human need. Like breathing, 
learning, working and living in a community, 
culture is neither a luxury nor an accessory, but 
an element essential to life. 
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ON 


Culture is a basic right, recognized by the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 
Moreover, in Ontario, in accordance with the 
French Language Services Act, 1986 which 
recognizes the obtaining of these services as an 
established right rather than a privilege, this 
right must be extended to include the vital 
cultural experience. 


The primary raison d’être of a cultural policy 
is the people who live it. Culture is everyone’s 
concern. It is the people who give culture its 
initial push; the artists and other cultural 
players are there to give it momentum. 


Art is a necessary means of developing culture. : 


Art is both an essential vehicle for culture and 
the sum of its expressions. While art is not its 
sole component, it is the ultimate expression 
of culture. A cultural policy is based on the 
expectations of the community it serves; 
however, the latter can truly make a 
contribution only if it supports and nurtures 
its artists. 


Culture is an investment. Like health, culture is : 
both a blessing and a source of wealth. Thus, the : 


human and financial resources put towards in 
cultural activities must be treated as tangible 
investments in development, rather than as 
mere “spending”. 

The artist is essential to culture. Like the 


lawmaker, physician or teacher, the artist 
provides an essential service to the community. 


Language and culture go hand in hand. 
Language is deeply rooted in culture. Culture 
is what gives language its full meaning. 


: ©) THE PROBLEMS IDENTIFIED 


: Much has been accomplished over the past twenty 
: years (naturally more apparent in areas with a 

: large Franco-Ontarian population, but fairly 

: consistently across the province). However, it must 
: be recognized that those most directly concerned 

: (ie., the target population) are not sufficiently 

: affected by these accomplishments; they are not 

: sufficiently motivated or interested in their 

: culture. There a number of reasons for this. 


: 1 A Consequence of Bilingualism — 


The Confusing of Language and Culture 


Heirs to the linguistic heritage of one of 
Canada’s founding nations, yet living almost 
everywhere in areas where anglophones are in 
the majority, Franco-Ontarians feel forced as a 
moral duty to fulfill their linguistic obligations. 
To varying degrees, many of them live in a 
state of “constant translation”. For some, this 
situation is intolerable, as evidenced by the 
following comment. “Every time I have to speak 
French, I have to do a mental about-face; it’s 
killing me psychologically.” (Sudbury, 
24/08/91) The end result—the use of French is 
reduced to a means of communication cut off 
from its cultural roots. Others feel “stateless”, 
not that they are not full-fledged citizens, but 
that circumstances have channelled the cultural 
depth of their language into a shallow pool. 
Language is only too easy to separate from 
culture—it is a tangible reality which can be 
learned, while culture is as elusive as life itself.

2 Dispersal and Fragmentation of the 
Franco-Ontarian Population 


In order for language to bond naturally to 
culture in a minority situation, a significant 
part of the population must be able to speak it 
without too much intrusion by the majority 
language. As someone observed, it’s not a 
question of numbers, but of density. In other 
words, it is easier to “live in French” in a 
village where two-thirds of the three thousand 
residents are francophones than in a city of 
three million with a francophone population 
of one hundred thousand. In addition, the 
dispersion of the Franco-Ontarian population 
throughout the province has serious 
repercussions on cultural life as a whole. 
Where communication and dialogue are 
lacking, cultural life quickly moves to the 
fringe and goes underground. The feeling of 
fragmentation, indeed isolation, among 
francophones leads to a weakening and 
draining of their energy. 


Under-utilization of Existing Services 


The French-language cultural and community 
centres, libraries, art galleries, theatres and 
electronic and print media do not get half the 
public attention and support they deserve. The 
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: 4 Exploitation of the Artist, But Not His Work 


francophone population, even in areas fortunate 


enough to have extensive media coverage in 
French (in the Ottawa area, for example), prefer 
to be entertained and informed in English. 


Thanks to the Saint-Denis Report (1969), the 
province’s cultural organizations became aware 
of the gravity of the situation with respect to 
Franco-Ontarian artistic expression. However, 
due to the lack of a comprehensive cultural 
policy, the response over the years has been 

to attend to first things first and to parcel out 
funding in small amounts to the main cultural 
players, i.e., the artists. Government cultural 
funding policies were more concerned with the 
actual execution of artistic works than with their 
marketing and failed to take into account the 
community being served. This practice resulted 
in exploitation of the artist, who was forced to 
produce to capacity with a minimum amount 
of funding. Paradoxically, it also placed the 
entire responsibility for cultural development 
on the artists, without giving them the means 
necessary to assume it. Nothing discourages an 
artist more than producing work which is not 
seen. By focusing its attention on artistic works, 
without taking into account their marketing, 
promotion and distribution, the government 
bureaucracy has all but forgotten the end 
consumer, i.e., the public. 
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5 Lack of Coherent Infrastructures 


If a lack of motivation is the chief problem 
identified with regard to the public, its 
corollary- lack of coordination—is its 
institutional counterpart. The inadequacy of 
our marketing and distribution network is due 
to the fact that it is a piecemeal affair. No matter 
what organization is examined—ministry office, 
government agency, local network, the media, 
information centres or service organizations— 
the same conclusions are almost immediately 
reached, i.e., there is no continuity or transfer of 
energy from one to another. There is very little 
dialogue to try and create a common public. 
The lack of long-term vision displayed by those 
who control the public purse strings and the 
scattering of the Franco-Ontarian population 
Over a wide area are further exacerbated by 

the individualism of some, the chauvinism 

of others, and the rivalry among the various 


groups—all eating away at the very foundations 2 


of the fragile Franco-Ontarian cultural 
infrastructure. 


6 The Disaffection of Franco-Ontarian Youth 


Victims of the barriers erected by school and 
community authorities, Franco-Ontarian young 
people—unable to find fulfillment in their own 
culture (which they often ignore or perceive as 
a “optional course” rather than part of their 
very being)—escape into their perception of 
American culture to satisfy their legitimate 
desire for social integration. For most, this 
integration into a borrowed culture is the lesser 
of two evils, since humankind cannot live 
without culture. The most deprived are those 
young people who, caught between English 
and French, are unsuccessful in relating to 
either. They are completely without roots, 
“cultural dyslexics”. 


7 Exclusion of the Newer Members of the 
Franco-Ontarian Community 


Faced with a large number of ambiguities in 
the form of cultural, linguistic, geographic, 
generational and attitudinal differences, 

the newer members of the Franco-Ontarian 
community often feel left out. Confident of 
having found a warm welcome in Canada, they 
often find themselves (through no fault of their 
own) in a situation whose complexity they have 
difficulty comprehending. Francophone artists 
from elsewhere do not always feel welcome 

to participate on an equal footing with their 
counterparts. Some, after several fruitless 
efforts, may be tempted to turn toward the 
majority culture. Their loss further weakens 
Franco-Ontarian culture. 


From these observations, one can conclude that 
while Franco-Ontarian art is alive and well, its 
public is not. While not quite dead, it is in a 
weakened, apathetic state. The under-utilization 
of existing resources does not mean that these are 
superfluous, but rather that the Franco-Ontarian 
community as a whole is under-motivated. In 
conjunction with the short-circuiting of the 
distribution networks which dole out culture to 
the public in bits and pieces, this under-utilization 
reveals that despite the progress made over the 
past twenty years, we have perpetuated a serious 
tactical error, i.e., forgetting the public. By 
continuing to water the plants with no regard for 
the soil, we end up with a “hydroponic culture”— 
a culture without roots. 
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II - THE OBJECTIVES 
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The fundamental objective of any cultural policy is 
to take a global approach to the cultural issue, one 
which will offer general guidelines and stimulate 
decisive action in developing the cultural life of 
the community. During the consultations, a strong 
desire for fairness and a real need to share 
emerged. 


There are many who feel that a more equitable 
distribution of the resources in Canada’s richest 
province would enrich the entire Ontario cultural 
community. Whether the subject was the Franco- 
Ontarian festival or broadcasts by TVOntario’s La 
Chaine, it was agreed that these were of benefit 
to Ontarians in general. Culture does not live in 

a vacuum. An investment in Franco-Ontarian 
culture is, in fact, an investment in both creativity 
and the spirit of sharing—two elements crucial 

to meeting the challenges of the future. 


The following objectives—all of which are equally 
important—are put forward as possible solutions 
to the problems identified. 


1 To Base Our Identity on Culture 
Rather Than Language 


to language. The French language in Ontario must 
strengthen its cultural foundation and meaning. 

It is urgent that cultural awareness be instilled at 
all levels (in the schools, colleges, universities, 
cultural centres, institutions), if we are to avoid 
further cultural erosion. The cultural activities and 
products of Franco-Ontarians, as well as those of 
the wider francophone community, must be 
infused en masse into people’s daily lives to 
restore the community’s vitality. 


: 2 To Create Unity and Ensure the Autonomy 


of the Franco-Ontarian Community 


' Everyone agrees that united we stand... This 

: is especially true for the Franco-Ontarian 

: community. It must first be understood that 

: while the community cannot be geographically 

: brought together, it can be psychologically united 

: by instilling a feeling of interregional solidarity 

: through dialogue and cultural exchanges and by 

: strengthening media ties. The community needs to 
: feel a steady heartbeat—to see itself on television, 

: hear itself on radio, discover the different facets of 
: its people and places. To do so, it must enlist the 

: media. Since they are complementary, all media 


outlets must be mobilized to work together. 


: The focus should also be turned toward 

' concentrating our energies on certain basic 

: elements of common concern. One request which 
: was often heard during the public hearings and 

: in response to the RSVP! questionnaire was for 

: management of institutions (day care centres, 

: schools, colleges, university, cultural enterprises, 
: etc.) by and for Franco-Ontarians. 


It is crucial that its full cultural context be returned : 3 To Make Cultural Participation Desirable 


for All Members of the Community 


: To motivate people to develop the habit of using 

: existing resources and services, it is not enough 

? to make them available or increase their number. 

: Rather, they must be brought to public attention, 

: promoted, made appealing. But there’s more. A 

: strong feeling of identity must be developed in the 
: target population. The speaking of French must 

? no longer be presented to Franco-Ontarians as a 


“moral obligation”. Instead, a new “togetherness” 


: must develop between the community and a 
: significant number of social and cultural players. 
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If it is to be successful, the implementation of 

a cultural policy must get off to a strong and 
enthusiastic start. This enthusiasm must strike 

a responsive chord in the target population—a 
mutual act of faith in oneself and others, without 
which any undertaking is doomed to failure. To 
acquire a taste for one’s culture and develop the 
habit of communicating with others throughout 
the province, the members of the Franco-Ontarian 
community require a common cultural project 
which will allow them to create together and 
become acquainted with their resources, networks 
and dynamism—in a word, to develop the desired 
synergy. For example, a “Year of Culture” could 
be planned for Ontario whose organizing 
committee would include experienced members 
from the Franco-Ontarian community and whose 
programming would include a significant Franco- 
Ontarian component. Such a project would 
provide excellent stimulus to the community 

at large. 


4 To Give Cultural Undertakings 

A Dynamic Image 
With respect to culture, heritage and the arts, 
public funds tend to be allocated project by 
project. Every penny spent must be justified 
and every action planned and explained prior to 
commencing the project (although it is a known 
fact that creation is always subject to the 
unforeseen). The results must always be reported 
at a set time and the applicant is continually © 
considered a novice at his craft. This situation has 
reduced artists and arts organizations to adopting 
the welfare syndrome, i.e., one must wait for the 
next cheque to make both ends meet. Such an 
image does not do justice to their work. A review 
of the tax returns a number of years ago revealed 
that the Government collects more money from 
artists than it gives them. “The figures show that, 
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: in Quebec, every dollar invested in culture (and 
: therefore for the benefit and enrichment of all) 
: generates approximately thirteen dollars.” 


(L’ Artiste, le prince, p. 57) Artistic work and any 


: investment therein must be redefined as part of 

: the developmental process. Cultural players are 

: self-employed workers, indeed entrepreneurs, 

: just as much as any others in society. To refuse to 
: consider them as such is not only to acquiesce to 
: the daily injustice inflicted upon them, but to 

: profit therefrom. 


5 To Coordinate Institutional Resources 


: There are numerous culturally-oriented service 

: organizations such as cultural and community 

: centres, schools, colleges, universities, libraries, 

: theatres, publishing houses, festivals, etc. On a 

: local scale, they should draft a common strategy to 
: bring together and develop a common public. The 
i groups and service organizations should exchange 
: cultural products and services. The organizing of

: distribution network, as well as support policies

: culture coordinate their efforts to better serve the 
: community. 
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6 To Give Young People An Active Role 
to Play in Culture-related Activities 


Today, as never before, Franco-Ontarian young 
people urgently need a multiplicity of visions, 
dreams and hopes to encourage them to want 

to “live in French”. Exchanges between schools 
should be encouraged to allow young people in 
different regions to get acquainted. Optimum use 
should be made of community resources such as 
educational institutions, cultural and community 
centres, libraries and community radio and other 
electronic media. They should be made easily 
available so that young people can look to them 
for models with which to identity and thus 
function better in society from a cultural 
standpoint. The tremendous importance of 
cultural leadership as a mobilizing force among 
young people in their own milieu should also 

be stressed. Those in charge of Franco-Ontarian 
education also have an important role to play 

in this regard. 


: 7 To Accommodate the Cultural Diversity 


of Franco-Ontarians 


| The history of humankind is continually 

: evolving—today, more quickly than ever. Thanks 

: to the increased presence in Ontario in recent 

: years of francophones from across the globe, new 

: contributions have been made to the Franco- 

: Ontarian identity which have added a new 

: dimension to its evolution. The newer Franco- 

: Ontarians have been speaking up for several years 
: now and have expressed their desire to join their 

: fellow French-speaking citizens of Ontario without 
: losing their own cultural identity (a source of 

: enrichment in the sought-after intermingling of 

: post-modern culture). It is important to clear the 

: way for these additions to the Franco-Ontarian 

: identity, these guarantees of significant new 

: strength for the community. To know, make 

: known and profit from these new contributions is 
an important objective in any cultural policy for 

: the Franco-Ontarian community. 
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III - ASSESSMENT OF THE CURRENT SITUATION 


In order to achieve the objectives set, it is of prime 
importance to assess the obstacles to be overcome 
and the tools available to do so. 


A) A COMMUNITY ON HOLD 


In any human undertaking, there are two main 
sources of energy—money and motivation. The 
former runs out when it is used, the latter when it 
is not. During the public hearings, a number of 
comments (accompanied by or followed up with 
eloquent briefs) stressed the lack of funding as a 
significant problem. 


However, it may not be the main problem. An 
overview of the situation shows that even if funds 
were substantially increased overnight with no 
change in individual or institutional behaviour, 
the situations of some artists and the health of 
some organizations would undoubtedly improve. 
However, we would not achieve the objective set, 
i.e., to involve more people in the enjoyment and 
enrichment of culture and thereby, in the tangible 
improvement of the quality of life for the 
population as a whole. 


The consultations also demonstrated that 

even though money is in short supply almost 
everywhere, the motivation of cultural players 
(the artists, in particular) remains strong. 
However, such motivation—so essential to all 
human beings—tends to increasingly dissipate in 
the face of lack of resources, the fragmentation of 
institutions and lack of communication. Due to a 


lack of backers, some very fine artists have already : 


left the province (or are in the process of doing so) 
to make their marks elsewhere. Due to the lack of 


support from and communication with the various : 


institutions, many cultural players lose hope and 
interest and turn to other pursuits. 


Despite this, the most notable feature of this 
overview is that of a community on hold, a 
community whose cultural commitment is 

too strong to resign itself to giving up, but a 
community whose energy is doomed to come to 
naught if the situation is not strongly taken in 
hand. There are both vital and dormant areas on 
the Franco-Ontarian cultural map; the idea is to 
transfer the energy from one to the other. 


B) THE MAIN OBSTACLES 


Everyone agrees that money is in very short 
supply. At the provincial level, there is insufficient 
funding to motivate half a million Franco- 
Ontarians scattered over a wide area. Furthermore, 
the meagre funds available are most often put 
toward short-term planning, i.e., project by project, 
artistic work by artistic work, show by show, with 
no thought for the future. How can anyone expect 
sustained activity from arts, promotional and 
service organizations—not to mention individual 
artists—if these essential contributors to cultural 
life must live from day to day under a “one-time- 
only-grant” system? The grant application 
syndrome undermines the cultural activity of the 
entire artistic community, wasting up to 50% of 

its creative energy and working time. 


Another major obstacle is the lack of organization 
and dialogue among the existing groups. The 
primary result of this lack is the estrangement of 
the community from its culture. In this respect, 
one notes that the Franco-Ontarian community 
suffers from “institutional autism”—the tendency 
of almost all existing institutions to look inward, 
without trying to coordinate their efforts with 
those of others, without responding to a common 
cause, without even knowing that such a cause 
exists. The same type of practice is seen in the 
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government ministries and agencies. The 
piecemeal allocation of funds and multiplicity 

of programs and eligibility criteria contribute to 
perpetuating the ignorance. The lack of open 
channels of communication and on-line networks 
for disseminating information builds a wall of 
silence among members of the community on the 
one hand and between the community and the 
government on the other. 


If an active dialogue could be opened among the 
community, arts and service organizations and 
among the government ministries and agencies, 
one could undoubtedly give the cultural issue the 
support it needs to make headway everywhere. 


C) THE MAIN ASSETS 


One cannot stress strongly enough the ever- 


artistic production. The personal commitment 
of Franco-Ontarian artists is unreserved, 
unconditional and always at the fore, and is a 
major asset to the community. It should also be 
recognized that some basic infrastructures and 


effort at coordination and long-term planning 
(with an adequate funding base) to live up to their 
full potential. The oft-expressed desire during the 
hearings that Franco-Ontarians be able to manage 
their own institutions could only facilitate this. 


The existing media could represent another major 
asset, if they all worked toward the same end, 
instead of just competing with one another. 
Community radio has a stimulating effect on the 
local population and foresees a decentralization of 
media facilities and the creation, in the 1990s, of 
“electronic communities”, both on the air and 
through numerical networks. 


: The will to change and openness displayed by the 
: Ontario government is also an asset. The present 
: constitutional negotiations make even more urgent 


the special attention which must be given to 


francophone culture outside Quebec, particularly 


in the province of Ontario. 


Finally, we have three other major assets. The 


: fact that our community is part of a global

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IV - THE STRATEGIES 
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Seven strategic priorities for achieving the 
objectives identified emerged from the 
consultations. 


1 To Make Cultural Leadership 
A True Developmental Tool 


To breathe new life into culture, it must be 
integrated into every aspect of daily life, notably 


Because it encourages volunteerism, partnership, 
communication, cohesion and sharing, cultural 
leadership is a means of reaching people in their 
own environments. Moreover, cultural leadership 
calls on the creative abilities of ordinary people 
who thereby have an opportunity to express 
themselves and participate in cultural life in an 
extraordinary way. 


2 To Gain Control of Our Institutions 


One of the main points to emerge during the 
consultations was the need for the Franco- 
Ontarian community to manage its own 
institutions in order to ensure its future. As the

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5 To Set Up Systems for Dialogue 
and Liaison 


During the consultations, it was frequently noted 
that the responsibility for the cultural issue goes 
beyond the mandates of the Ontario Ministry of 
Culture and Communications and the Ontario 
Arts Council, that it involves a number of 
ministries and various levels of government. 
Moreover, the need for careful use of resources, 
active coordination of efforts and effective action 
makes it essential and urgent that commitments 
be coordinated, in order to develop a coherent 
policy and project a clear, concerted vision of the 
development of arts and culture in the Franco- 
Ontarian community. 


For the community, the forum for dialogue 

and coordinated efforts offered by the Alliance 
culturelle de l'Ontario represents a strategic 
cornerstone in cementing the various components 
of the Franco-Ontarian infrastructure. It is a good 
example of what can be achieved. 


6 To Give Culture Popular Appeal 


If we want Franco-Ontarians (the young people, 
in particular) to see their culture as familiar 
surroundings, it is supremely important that it 
reflect both today’s world and past events. People 
daily receive a constant stream of information 
from a variety of sources. For culture to be 
important in Franco-Ontarian life, its position in 
the community must be just as important as that 
of sports (which, in fact, are a form of cultural 
expression). Heroes and heroines, stimulating role 
_ models—these are what capture the interest and 

_ attention of young people. Common activities and 
challenges made from one end of the province to 

_ the other would also channel the energy of young 
people into the expression of their culture and 
ensure their faith in the future. 
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: The availability of cultural products, activities and 


events at all levels is an important means of 


popularizing culture with the various segments of 


the Franco-Ontario population. The people are the 
most important judges of their own culture. 


7 To Increase the Access for Ethnocultural 
Groups to the Existing Structures, 
Resources and Networks in the Community 


: We all agree that the Franco-Ontarian community 


includes a number of components which 3 
strengthen and enrich it. We therefore agree on 
the necessity to promote opportunities to meet 


with and talk to the newer Franco-Ontarians, 


to recognize their talents, to give them 
responsibilities within the various organizations, 
to share artistic and cultural experiences with 
them, to involve them in projects—in other words, 
to accelerate on every front the welcome, openness 


and participation of these new allies in every 
: aspect of Franco-Ontarian life. Moreover, in an era 


where the francophone community is international 
in scope, such cultural diversity is undeniably 


: beneficial to the Franco-Ontarian community. 
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V - THE ACTION PLAN: RECOMMENDATIONS 


All of the recommendations are based on four 

principles. 

+ To avoid duplicating services and wasting 
human and financial resources by restructuring 
existing resources. 


To remedy, through budget increases, the 
chronic underfunding stressed during the 
consultations by the majority of the interested 
parties. 


To ensure a long-term basis for cultural policy 
by suggesting that funding be carried out over 
three-year periods. 


To facilitate access to grants by simplifying such 
things as application forms and related reports 
and by publishing program information, etc. 


A) THE THREE MAIN COMPONENTS 
OF THE POLICY FRAMEWORK 


In light of the consultations and following careful 
review of the needs expressed by the community, 
in view of the issues brought out, the objectives 
set and the priorities proposed, it is recommended 
that the policy framework regarding the 
development of the cultural life of Franco- 
Ontarians be formulated around the following 
three recommendations: 


1 That a Franco-Ontarian Division be created 
within the Ontario Ministry of Culture and 
Communications 


1.1 That this Division be responsible for the 
following issues: the media (including 
community radio and the francophone press), 
service organizations, artistic enterprises, 
cultural centres, libraries, Franco-Ontarian 
heritage, cultural leadership and the 
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coordination of French-language services within 
the Ministry and its agencies. This Franco- 
Ontarian Division would be given special 
responsibilities regarding the marketing, 
promotion and distribution of Franco-Ontarian 
artistic products and cultural activities. 


1.2 That this Division be given the mandate to 
develop programs adapted to the true needs 
of the Franco-Ontarian community and that it 
plan its funding based on three-year periods. 


: 1.3 That this Division also be responsible for 


capital funding requests from the community. 


1.4 That this Division, in conjunction with the 
Franco-Ontarian Office of the Ontario Arts 
Council and working with Franco-Ontarian 
artists, draw up a development and funding 
(capital and operating expenditures) plan for 
four centres for the arts across the province. 


1.5 That this Division be given adequate human 
and financial resources: 


1.5.1 That with respect to human resources, the 
francophone staff currently employed in the 
various divisions and branches of the Ministry 
be reassigned to this Franco-Ontarian Division; 


1.5.2 That the monies allocated to funding the 
Franco-Ontarian Division programs be taken — 
from the budgets of the existing programs in 
each division and branch and combined with 
a special start-up fund; 


1.5.3 That the equipment, premises and 
remaining budget funds of the Working Group 
for a Cultural Policy for Francophones of 
Ontario be used to set up this Franco-Ontarian 
Division; 

1.5.4 That the operating budget allocated for 
this Franco-Ontarian Division be assigned 
according to the rules in effect in other divisions 
of the Ministry; 
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1.6 That the management of the Franco-Ontarian 
Division be the sole responsibility of an 
assistant deputy minister. 


2 That the responsibilities for the Franco- 


Ontarian Office of the Ontario Arts Council - 


be consolidated 


2.1 That the mandate of the Franco-Ontarian 
Office of the Ontario Arts Council be to 
support Franco-Ontarian professional artists, 
organizations and artistic activities. 


2.2 That the Ontario Arts Council expand the 
responsibilities of the Franco-Ontarian Office 
such that this Office receive all requests from 
the Franco-Ontarian community (from both 
organizations and individuals) for all programs 
and disciplines, as recommended in section 1-d 
of the Savard Report (Arts with a Difference: 

À Report on French-Speaking Ontario, 1977, 
p. 160-161). 


2.3 That the budget of the upgraded Franco- 
Ontarian Office be adjusted to reflect its new 
responsibilities and that a special “catch-up” 
budget be provided, primarily for the 
disciplines which received the least fundin 
in the past. 


2.4 That the Franco-Ontarian Office carry out a 
review of all of its programs, in order to adapt 
them to the needs of its clientele; that particular 
attention be paid to the funding of programs 
for professional artists. 


2.5 That all grants from the Franco-Ontarian 


Office to professional artists be awarded via jury | 


assessment. 


2.6 That the Franco-Ontarian Office juries reflect 
the various cultural and regional components 
of the Franco-Ontarian community. 
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: 2.7 That the Franco-Ontarian Office plan its 

:  funding based on three-year periods to ensure 
the artists and organizations the financial 
stability they need. 


3 That an Interdepartmental and 
Intergovernmental Branch be created 
within the Office of Francophone Affairs 


: 3.1 That this Interdepartmental and 

:  Intergovernmental Branch be responsible for 
consultation, coordination and cohesion at all 
three levels of government with respect to the 
delivery of cultural services to Franco- 
Ontarians. 


In Ontario, the ministries and organizations 
more directly concerned are: the Ministry of 
Culture and Communications and some of its 
agencies (notably, the Ontario Arts Council, 
TVOntario’s La Chaîne française, the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation and the Publishing 
Centre), as well as the ministries of Education, 
Colleges and Universities, Citizenship, Skills 
Development, Municipal Affairs, Tourism and 
Recreation, Industry, Trade and Technology, 
Northern Development and Mines, Community 
and Social Services and the Ministry of the 
Environment. 


At the federal level, the departments and 
agencies more directly concerned are: the 
Secretary of State, the Department of 
Communications, the Canada Council, the 
National Film Board of Canada, Telefilm 
Canada, Société Radio-Canada, the CRTC 
and the Department of External Affairs. 


In Quebec, the departments and agencies 
concerned are: the Secrétariat des Affaires 
intergouvernementales (Secretariat of 
Intergovernmental Affairs) and its Toronto and 
Ottawa delegations, the ministére des Affaires 
culturelles (Department of Cultural Affairs) and 
the ministère de l'Éducation (Department of 
Education). 


THE FUTURE 
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3.2 That the mandate of this Branch be specifically : 


oriented toward the creation of an environment 
conducive to the cultural fulfillment of the 
Franco-Ontarian community. 


B) THE SEVEN PRIORITIES 


It is recommended as well that the policy 
framework include seven equally important 
priorities. 


4 Franco-Ontarian Service Organizations 


4.1 That service organizations with a province- 
wide mandate (such as the Alliance culturelle 


de l'Ontario and its eight member organizations :

5.1 That the Ontario Arts Council continue to 
fund the cultural centres’ professional arts 
programs. 


5.2 That the Government of Ontario recognize 


that basic funding is vital to the cultural centres. : 


That this basic funding be handled through the 
municipalities and that the government ensure 
the implementation of this policy through 
legislation. 


5.3 That the Office of Francophone Affairs, in 
conjunction with the newly-created Franco- 
Ontarian Division of the Ministry of Culture 
and Communications, draft a bill specifying the 
obligations of both the municipalities and the 
cultural centres. 
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5.4 That, in the interim, the Ministry of Culture 
and Communications, through its newly-created 
Franco-Ontarian Division, take the appropriate 
measures to ensure basic funding for the 
cultural centres. 


2 5.5 That the federal government recognize its 


responsibilities regarding the development of 
francophone communities outside Quebec and 
that in accordance with these responsibilities, it 
guarantee at least half the funds necessary for 
the basic funding of the Franco-Ontarian 
cultural centres.

It will help us develop our 
culture as a vital resource not only for the greater well-being of our community, but 
also for the future of all Ontarians, at a time when this country is undergoing vast 
changes. 


While traveling the province from August 15 to August 31, 1991, the Working Group 
will consult with approximately 40 organizations and individuals. It is important 

that all of the francophone population send us their ideas, whether in the attached 
questionnaire, by letter, or by a written submission. All material submitted will be 
treated with the utmost confidentiality. 


The members of the Working Group are convinced that together we can all create 
the best conditions to ensure that the French culture flourishs in Ontario.

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Mandate of the Working Group 


On April 12, 1991, the Honourable Rosario Marchese, Ontario Minister of Culture 
and Communications, announced the creation of a working group mandated to 
develop “a policy framework to support the cultural life of Francophones in Ontario.” 


“To complete its task, the Working Group will make recommendations on issues 
relating to the mandate of the Ministry of Culture and Communications and its 
programs and services, with particular emphasis on: the role and funding of cultural 
centres; the funding of arts, heritage and cultural organizations serving French- 
speaking Ontarians; French language cultural industries; the ministry’s role in the 
distribution and promotion of information and services to the French-speaking 
population (e.g. community radio, French language television, public libraries, etc.)” 


Timetable 


© Prepare a discussion paper based on existing studies and reports to give a general 
orientation to public consultations (This is the present document.) 


O Consult prominent figures in the French cultural community for their comments 
on the discussion paper and their recommendations. These consultations will take 
place throughout the province from August 15 to August 31, 1991. 


0 Draft a final report based on the consultations and recommend a ministry policy 
framework to support cultural life of Francophones in Ontario. The final report 
will be presented to the minister on September 30, 1991. 
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| - What are the issues? 


It’s reasonable these days to say that, our existence as francophones faces 

~ constant threat. At a time when one is measuring carefully the rate of 
assimilation or illiteracy, realistically, we wish to bring a more optimistic note. 
Optimism, as one knows, is pessimism defeated. | 


1) An assessment of the global society 


Ignored for many years, today the francophone minority of Ontario is a full 
participant in the life of the Province and maintaining this new role is crucial for 
the future. Respecting differences and identities gives originality to Ontario. 
Individual differences enriches everyone. As Francophones, we are, in 1991, a 
minority which participates fully in the global society. It’s on this understanding that 
we will create our place in tomorrow’s world. 


We are an asset for Ontario in the face of Americanization. Despite a high level of 
functional illiteracy, we are valuable allies to the anglophone population in the face 
of increased Americanization. Our existence helps them define themselves and to 
distinguish themselves from Americans. Unlike the economy, “culture is not 
negotiable.” 


Society is rapidly changing economically, technologically, and socially during 
which culture is becoming a stabilizing and entrenching factor which betters the 
quality of life. 


New means are available to halt the spread of assimilation. The time has come to 
fight and overcome the influences of assimilation. Anglophones recognized the value 
of French immersion studies because it serves the ideal society made up of many 
cultures and many faces. The trend of French immersion helps the French culture: 
120,000 students are enrolled in French immersion courses in 840 schools in Ontario 
and one million English-speaking students take French as a second language. Today, 
we understand the problems of assimilation better as we see its effects more clearly. 
Instead of counting the number of Francophones assimilated each minute, we should 
calculate the benefits of people rediscovering the French identity. The adoption of the 
French Language Services Act in 1986 has permitted legislative progress. To 
effectively halt assimilation, we must closely link language to culture. The creation of 
this Working Group is a step in that direction. 
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2) The cultural aspect 


a) Re-defining culture 


Culture in the broadest sense. In 1967, the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and 
Biculturalism declared: “Culture is a way of being, of thinking, of feeling; it’s a 
collection of attitudes and habits, and it’s also shared experience; it is, in the end, 

a dynamic that belongs to a group united by the same language.” Culture is the 
acquisition of knowledge, a way of life, a need for communication; it is a way of 
treating yourself, your peers, and nature; it’s the food we eat and the clothes we wear. 
Culture is everything that makes life worth living. 


Culture by and for everyone. Every individual is responsible for culture. To live, 
culture must feed on an identity, on a sense of belonging, on a shared spirit, all of 
which are the marks of a shared experience, of one’s “own voice.” 


Culture as an economic force. Culture is not an object of expenditure, it’s an 
investment. In Ontario, 4,180 francophones work in the arts and cultural sectors 
(1986 census). These numbers of francophone workers are significant when 
compared with francophones in other sectors, e.g. mining (4,560), social services 
(5,040), agriculture (6,150), etc. 


Culture is a window on the world. The international francophone world sheds new 
light on the eternal debate about minority and majority status. Every francophone in 
Ontario identifies with the international francophone presence, and that 
identification enriches Ontario’s image. The francophone world is a cultural force 
that numbers 120 million French-speaking people. It represents an economic power 
of 420 million consumers. It accounts for 12% of the gross world product, and 

20% of global commerce. That's one country in four in the world. The international 
francophone world is already present in Ontario. It has many different faces. It brings 
the world to our doorstep. 


b) The cultural record since the Saint-Denis Report (1969) 


Creation and production 


In 1969, most artistic production was the work of small, isolated, often amateur 
groups. In 1991, artistic production is the livelihood of over 200 professionals and 
100 organizations. The creation in 1970 of the Franco-Ontarian office within the 
Ontario Arts Council played a key role. The names are many: Prise de Parole, 
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CANO, Théatre-Action, La Nuit sur l’Étang, Liaison, to name only a few. Today, 
there are: six professional theatre companies, five publishing houses, a network of 
educational galleries, archival services, historical and genealogical societies, without 
counting the community, amateur and student groups which are centres of cultural 
production at the local level. Our creative artists have given us our cultural 
dynamism over the last 20 years: singers, writers, playwrights, actors, musicians, 
directors, filmakers, folklorists, visual artists and historians. Recognition has been 
important; for example, in theatre alone: Le Chien by Jean-Marc Dalpé (Governor 
General’s Award), Le Nez by Robert Bellefeuille and Isabelle Cauchy (Chalmers 
Award, Ontario Arts Council), Les Feluettes by Michel-Marc Bouchard (three of 
eleven Dora Mavor Moore Theatre Awards). These works have made their way 
onto the international scene. 


Broadcasting and Distribution 


The last two decades have seen a major strengthening of our cultural infrastructure: 
30 cultural centres, 20 festivals, four public radio stations, two private stations, two 
community radio stations, two television networks (Radio Canada in Ottawa and 
TVO’s la Chaîne française in Toronto); 24 French language newspapers, including 
one daily; 12 French language bookstores; 83 public libraries which have books in 
French; 350 French language schools serving 98,000 students at the elementary level 
and 23,000 at the secondary level; two French language post-secondary institutions; 
three bilingual universities; and a computer network (Le village électronique). 


Arts Service organizations and groups 


Some 22 years ago, there were no arts service organizations or groups. In 1991, arts 
service organizations and groups have become important links in the cultural chain: 
Théatre-Action; ACCO (Assembly of Ontario Cultural Centres); Pro-Arts (visual arts 
group); APCM (Association of Franco-Ontarian Professionals in Song and Music); 
NACFO (new association of Franco-Ontarian filmakers); Association des auteurs de 
l'Ontario (Association of Franco-Ontarian authors); Association des éditeurs franco- 
ontariens (Association of Franco-Ontarian publishers); ROPFO (Association of 
Franco-Ontarian heritage organizations); Festival franco-ontarien (Ottawa) and La 
Nuit sur l’Étang (Sudbury), the two most important francophone festivals in Ontario. - 


The creation of the “Alliance culturelle de l’Ontario” on October 27, 1990 brought 
to this infrastructure, the fruition of many attempts to establish “a forum for cultural 
exchange for artistic people in the province.” 
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The New Cultural Consumer 
. Since the late 1960s, a new public has shown itself: 


Present-day schools play an important role of initiating culture through their cultural 
programs. Arts are no longer simply a subject to be taught; the entire school becomes 
a cultural agent. Today, Franco-Ontarians schools are the biggest cultural consumer. 


Community radio has made a great impact in the last five years, particularly among 
the young people, who identify readily with such an accessible medium. They often 
participate in the production of programs. 


La Chaine francaise of TVOntario, with its 6,000 hours of programming each year 
and its 1,000 hours of original programming, has created a new clientele among 
children, youth, and adults. In 1990-91, la Chaîne is reaching also the new audience 
of immersion students and francophiles. 


The public library network represents a powerful tool for the distribution and 
promotion of books, periodicals, and audiovisual materials in the French language. 
Today, there are 107 service centres in the regions designated under the French 
Language Services Act. 


Cultural centres are the core of the francophone community and are major cultural 
consumers. The 15 cultural centres, which are members of ACCO, have the capacity 
to reach 60% of the francophone population of Ontario; they represent an important 
cultural network. 


The idea of a cultural industry assumes a means of production and a level of mass 
consumption; it also assumes a certain level of profitability that does not take into 
account the precarious financial situation of most of our professional artistic 
organizations. We also talk of “cultural enterprises.” Remember that the impact of art 
cannot be measured mainly by its profitability, no more so than science, health care 


or other endeavours.

The widening gap between the artist and his public 


In the last 20 years, despite the growth in the cultural distribution networks, the gulf 
has widened between those who create and those who “consume”. If the work does 
not reach its public, it is because intermediaries are almost non-existent or inactive. 
There aren’t enough agents, concert halls, bookstores, or networks to promote the 
work of artists. We are producing a culture which we are storing for tomorrow 
because we lack the means to appreciate it today. 


The Underdevelopment of Cultural education 


We may live in a society of over-consumption, but it’s one with an underdeveloped 
cultural market. Upon leaving school, a francophone is cut off from proper cultural 
education. To participate in cultural life, an individual must be well-informed, aware, 
and educated throughout his life. For example, to get people to read, one must 
develop a policy on books as well as a policy on reading. One must remember that 
cultural underdevelopment is often linked to problems of accessibility.

Objective 1: Giving greater priority to culture 


Culture is not just another area of concern. For us, it takes precedence. It is at the 
same time the indispensible framework of our collective life and the sum of all the 
manifestations of that life. But, for many people, culture is not a priority. There is a 
big difference between what people are prepared to say: “Oh yes, culture is a 
priority!” (their opinion) and what they are prepared to do, e.g. buy tickets or a book 
or see an exhibition (their behaviour or conduct). 


In order to put greater emphasis on culture, the public’s notion of culture must be 
expanded. Expanding people’s awareness that in their culture they will discover their 
humanity. The value of culture must be recognized for what it is worth, not as a 
product for sale but as a source of pleasure, joy and a “raison d’étre”. Giving culture 
greater priority changes art and culture from being something ornamental in one’s life 
to something fundamental. 


Objective 2: Encouraging community participation 


Participation is the soul of democracy. To be effective, participation must be 
widespread, continuous, and permanent. People must be encouraged to react and to 
state their priorities. Each francophone has as much right to a cultural life as to the 
freedom of speech. It’s in this spirit that the Working Group was formed and where it 
will undertake public consultation based on this document. A good policy framework 
is rooted in the public’s commitment to making it work. 


Objective 3: Taking Responsibility 


The francophone community in Ontario can show its true strength only if it has 
control over all the means necessary to encourage growth in all areas of community 
life. Autonomy and self-sufficiency are immutable principles. It is essential that 
francophones attain that level of control. It is a pre-condition to the preservation of 
our resources and to sharing them with the rest of the province. We know that in 
areas where we have full control (school boards, community college, overseeing 
French language education) real progress becomes possible. 
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Full control permits effective decision-making on francophone issues, as well as a 
greater capacity to coordinate human, financial, and material resources. Control also 
develops a sense of responsibility, and allows francophones to become full citizens. 


Objective 4: Valuing creative work 


The artist must be viewed as an integral part of a society which can only be enriched 
by his or her work. We respect surgeons because we know the value of their work, 
but we don’t offer equivalent recognition to the artist. He or she is not paid for work 
that is full-time. He or she does not have access to unemployment insurance, sick 
pay, bank loans, etc. Society supports artists when it has the inclination, when in 
reality the artist supports the global society all the time because he or she is society’s 
interpreter and prime mover. Our objective should be to provide artists, who have 
sustained our cultural growth, with adequate working conditions and incomes. 


Objective 5: Acquiring greater strength 


We want to survive: «Le dur désir de durer.» (Paul Eluard). In a world of constant 
change, there is an element of permanence and stability in the word “survive.” These 
days we are barely managing the day-to-day. Where will we be in ten years? A 
society that survives is also one which plans ahead. People have a greater sense of 
belonging when they contribute to the decisions which affect their lives. That fact is 
the opening to concerted action and to planning. 
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I Strategies: How do we get there? 


Strategy 1: Revitalizing our culture 


Taking inventory, describing, and showcasing our heritage (the past) 


If one has no memory of the past, how can we support our culture? We must discover 
Our past in order to understand and appreciate the present. The principle behind 
archival collecting is not simply to collect works, but to make them better known and 
to showcase them to people. 


Supporting our cultural dynamism (the present) 


Culture is not a static object that one can preserve in a museum. Culture is constantly 
nourished by new sources that add to its collectivity. Our culture rejuvenates and 
interprets contemporary realities and experiences. Anglophones and francophones 
must share their myths, their dreams, and their cultural values—all of their respective 
affinities that ensue from our own identities. 


Seizing media opportunities (the future) 


The artist cannot live if his work is not seen, heard, broadcasted, or appreciated. The 
future belongs to electronic media which provide access to a broad public. We need 
community radio and television to spread the sounds and images of our artists; by 
seizing media opportunities, costs and distances are cut, and local cultural 
expression is encouraged. 


Strategy 2: Mobilizing all resources 


Improving access 


The community gains access to its cultural products through its networks of cultural 
centres, schools, libraries, community radio, Radio-Canada stations (radio and 
television) and la Chaine francaise of TVO. Accessibility is enriched by the diversity 
it encounters, especially when it is inspired from daily and social realities. In this 
regard, it is important that the programs and services of the Ministry of Culture and 
Communications be rooted in our reality. The ministry must recognize that culture is 
not uniform, but multi-facetted. For us, this plurality encompasses the professional, 
the community, the amateur, and the student. 
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Stimulating creativity at the local level 


It is important to secure the participation and support of community members in 
every locality through the networks of our cultural infrastructure. For example, 
grassroots productions in the electronic media must be encouraged. Schools should 
be encouraged to work with la Chaîne française of TVO. Young people, with a 
camera in hand, can express themselves, see themselves, meet each other and be 
creative. Community radio could benefit from the same sort of hands-on creativity. 


Encouraging local cultural “animation” 


Last June in northeastern Ontario, an artists’ cooperative, PERSPECTIVES 8, 
descended 7,050 feet underground to bring culture to the miners of Kirkland Lake. 
Isn’t that a prime example of local cultural “animation”? 


Cultural “animation” is an essential strategy in our schools and communities. 
Strategy 3: Democratizing culture 


Decentralizing 


Decentralization is the logical outcome of democratization. It also demonstrates 
respect for diversity and recognizes the richness of plurality. In many cases, 
government decentralization policies have encouraged the distribution of cultural 
products in outlying regions to be produced elsewhere, instead of investing in 
equipment that would allow regional communities to raise their cultural level. 


Managing our own institutions 


Ontario’s francophones cannot leave to others the responsibility for revitalizing their 
culture. We must control the programs and funding because the Ministry of Culture 
and Communications has demonstrated a significant lag in providing services in 
French: 


D 40% of all designated bilingual positions are not filled by people who can speak 
fluently English and French; 


Ü in some branches and divisions, such as Heritage, Cultural Industries, and 
Communications don’t have bilingual receptionists; 
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D the Communications Division, which is responsible for the community radio 
program, has no bilingual personnel; 


O in some branches and divisions, there is one Francophone who must speak for 
his or her community; this Francophone is often asked to provide all kinds of 
services, including translation, which is not part of his or her responsibilities; 


O at ministry headquarters, there are very few Francophone civil servants; in a 
ministry with over 300 employees, one can count the number of Francophones 
on one hand; 


0 francophone civil servants who work at ministry headquarters have little «power»; 
none of them occupy an executive position; 


OD continuity seem to be lacking; when a Francophone civil servant succeeds in 
improving access for francophones to programs and then leaves, often everything 
has to be started over again; 


Othe idea of promoting culture which is essential to the growth of francophone 
cultural life in Ontario is not fully embraced by all ministry staff; they believe that 
“bilingual regional services and forms are sufficient”; 


OO very few “specialized” services are available in French; 
ry 


many programs are designed without understanding of the realities and needs 
of francophones; such is the case for cultural centres. The ministry’s grants for 
community projects are given only to one-time projects, and are denied to any 
event or project that takes place on an annual basis. How can a community like 
ours, which needs to build itself up, garner its forces, seek permanency, and be 
satisfied with measures that are so restrictive and poorly adapted to our needs. 


Developing partnerships 


We must develop closer links with municipal, provincial, and federal government 
partners, so that we can work with them as equals and better plan their interventions 


in the community. 


We must seek out private sector partners and encourage their sponsorship and their 
investment in culture. 
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Strategy 4: Considering the creative artist as the driving force 
of cultural life 


Providing training 


Cultural training at the community and amateur levels looks toward the development 
of the individual rather than the market. For the professional artist, there is a need, in 
order to trained in French, for skills development programs, refresher courses, 
cultural exchanges, work programs, etc. 


Encouraging promotion/marketing 


We must consolidate and expand our performance networks and distribution outlets. 
In a minority setting, promotion and distribution services are vital for the artist and 
the community. Visibility is essential to vitality. 


Giving status to the artist 


The cultural worker must be given legal, political, and economic recognition. The 
recognition of the artist’s status must include unemployment insurance, access to 
social programs, health insurance, job security and tax exemptions. For example, an 
artist who buys art materials should not have to pay tax on them. 


Strategy 5: Establishing communications links 


Establishing means for permanent consultation 


A good policy framework contains a permanent process of consultation, not merely 
one which takes place from time to time. 
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Encouraging interministerial and intergovernmental cooperation 


Culture goes beyond the limits of the Ministry of Culture and Communications and 
the Ontario Arts Council; it involves other ministries and other levels of government. 
It is necessary that we understand the importance of cooperation among the principal 
public sector players. | 


Ensuring community coordination 


If one decentralizes, then coordination is required to stay unified. The variety of 
cultural components in our community must be consulted in order to coordinate the 
efforts. The “Alliance culturelle de l'Ontario”, which provides a rallying point for all 
cultural and artistic players, is a promising development in that regard.
